Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.-The crop 
prospects of Europe are reviewed in a com- 
prehensive report of the‘European agent of 
the: Agriéultural Department, It gives the 
official returns of the various countries as 
follows: a een ae iis 3 : 

Great Britain—Areas under cultivation— 
wheat, 1,417,041 aéres; barley, 2,166,279; 
oats; 8,795,905. The cereal output per acre 
is expected to be much below the average. 
The hay: crop is also light, but of unusual 
excellence of quality. The root crops are 
not expected to be average, though potatoes 
have done well. 

Poland, Belgium, and Denmark—Crop all 
carried,. average quality, but quality defi- 
cient. Large proportions of wheat crop 
damp and out of condition and biack oats, 
barley, and rye have suffered from excess of 
moisture. The general tenor of reports is 
more favorable in Denmark than Belgium. 

Switzerland—The wheat corp expected to 
be under 5,000,000 bushels. ' 

France—Winter and spring wheat quality 
excellent; crep expect to exceed 300,000,- 
000 bushels. The production of sugar for 
1804 is set down as 661,440 tons, an increase 
of 169,966 tons over the previous year. ‘The 
consumption of beet root was 7,138,000 tons, 
an increase of 1,817,000 tons. 

Germany—Wheat is expected to make a 
hetter return. than in 1894, and rye also, but 
quality is not so good owing to excessive 
moisture. es 

Austria-Hungary—Estimate for wheat is 
under that of last year’s crop. The quality 
is not up to the average. 

Roumania—The new wheat is said to be of 
superior quality and quantity average. 

Italy—Wheat is estimated at average; oats 
and barley expected to yield 16,500,000 and 
$,250,000 bushels respectively. 

Spain—Crop not quite up to the average 
either in quantity or quality.

ARMENIAN MARTYRS REMEMBERED. 


Special Services at the Church of St. John 
the Evangel'st. 

St. John’s Church, No. 28 Clybourn avenue, 
was -filled with black-haired, dark-visaged 
men and women yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock when the Rev. C. A. Cummings be- 
gan the service, which it had been annouhced 
would ‘be held to memorialize the Armenian 
massacres. It was the vesper service of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church: with a ser- 
mon or addréss by the Rev; Mr. Cummings 
om the long-suffering Armenian nation and 
its, wrongs. Before the sermon a hymn, 
written for the occasion by George W. 
} sung, by the choir to the tune of 
My Maryland.” ; 


In beginning Mr. Cummings said he wighed 
first to tell his own people something about 
the trials of Armenia that they might join 
with those natives of Armenia who were 
present in this memorial to their martyred 
countrymen, He then called upon ‘Dr. Sar- 
kisian to interpret what he had to say into 
the Armenian tongue. Mr. Cummings pro- 
ceeded: 


“The Armenians are one of the oldest na- 
tions in the world—over 4,000 years old. A 
large portion of them live in that part of 
Asia Minor which was the Garden of Eden. 
This nation has lived there for 4,000 years. 
Its people are of especial interest to us 
because they are one of the oldest Chris- 
tian nations ih the world. They live in the 
midst of Mohammedans ahd have been re- 
peatepiy Subjected to. fierce persecutions.

I shall ‘try to describe some of their af- 
fictions. “Suppose the people of all this sec- 
- tion of Chicago were surrounded by brutal 
and bloodthirsty. savages who insisted we

Suppose these savage met 
toole all-our*boys and young men who re- 
fused to become Mohammedans, stood them 
up in a row,.one behind the other, and shot 
at the line to see how many one rifle bati 
would’ kill ‘or maim. Suppose they then 
gathered all our girls and young women they 
could bring together into this chureh and 
ordered them to renounce Christianity ana 
embrace Mohammedanism, and when the

“All this would be but the rep- 
tition of what has occurred in Armenia. 

“Last year, alone over 30,000 Armenians 
were thus martyred. And the same thing 
has been. going on for 1,000 years, until the 
Armenian nation has been reduced from 34, - 
000,000 to only about 4,000,000—all the Ar- 
menians that remain in the world today. 

“This service today is a memorial for these 
martyrs. If all our people knew what enc- 
mies of God and Christianity and upright 
living the Mohammedans are Turkish rule 
would be wiped out in almost no time. We 
_ can do little here this afternoon to help these 
unfortunate people, but we can pray to God 
forthem and that their agg age egg may end. 

“We,sometimes think in this country of 
freedom that Christianity has burdens for 
‘us; that it necessitates the giving up of some 
dear pleasures or privileges. When we feel 
that way let us think of these Armenians 
who for 1,000 years have held their faith, the 
fatth of martyrdom; who at any time in the 
last thousand years by renouncing the Chris- 
tian faith could become a free and unperse- 
cuted people, but who, with a fortitude, 
faith, and hope unparalleled in the world’s 
history, have remained firm and true in the 
midst of Buch carnage and trouble.

DESPAIRS OF SILVER AS AN ISKUB. 


Congressman Newlands Says 
Gilli the White Metal in Politics. 


New York, Sept. 15.—[{Special.]—Coneress- - 


man Francis G. Newlands, Chairman of the 
Executive committee of the National Silver 
party, talked despairingly to a reporter to- 
day of the future of the white metal as a 
political issue. 

“I recognize the fact,” said he, “that if 
business continues to improve, and it éurns 
out that the improvement is permanent, the 
silver issue is dead. The only discouraging 
feature of the situation is the outflow of 
gold. At this particular time there ought 
to be a market abroad for our staple expert 
products, wheat and cotton, but England 
does not appear to be buying as freely as 
usual. Nevertheless I am frank to admit 
that with the return of prosperity silver 
ceases. to De an issue, for when the people 
are occupied with profitable business affairs 
they have neither time nor inclination to dis- 
cuss money questions.” 

“What view will the Fifty-fourth Congress 
take of future bond issues?” 

“If it be necessary to issue bonds to up- 
hold the credit of the country there will not 
be any serious objection, but if an issue be 
urged merely to keep the gold reserve above 


the $100,000,000 mark the great diversity of. 


opinion on the subject will make it extreme- 
ly doubtful whether Congress will consent. 
Aside from the law of supply and demand— 
which to a degree regulates the out and in- 
flow of gold—there cannot be much change 
in the situation from the former system of 
finance.”

Manager Whedon of the Virginia Will Test 
the Closing Ordinance. 

Two barbers had all they could do yester- 
day morning at the Virginia Hotel. .No man 
in the neighborhood had need to go with an 
unshaven face, and few who failed to.see the 
barber on Saturday neglected to visit the 
show, Secretary BE. N. Allen of the Sunday 
Closing Association said it was the only shop 
opened yesterday. Today the association 
will take out warrants for the arrest of the 
two barbers. Manager Whtdoa invites the 
arrest. In fact that was his purpose in open- 
ing hie shop. 

“I think the Sunday barber closing act is 
unconstitutiona!,’’ said Mr. Whedon. “I have 
the advice of my attorney, A. M. Pence, to 
that effect, and I intend to test the law. I in- 
vited some of the other hotel mén to join 
with me, but they seemed afraid to meet the 
isstie.~ 1 believe in the personal liberty of the 
citizen, and Ido not favor any law that dis- 
criminates, If it is a good thing to close the 
barber shop, it ought to be equaily good for 
thie liverymen, the milkmen, and the street 
cars. I object tosingling out one business 
and leaving thé o s to violate Sunduy. 

* * Tam not making the issue for the money 
that is in the paneey shaving trade, butas a 
matter of principle. I would not have opened 

my shop today had I known the Barbers’ 
Anti-Sunday Cl Association was making 
a test of law. owever, it will do no 
harm to have two cases ready to carry up. | 
understand other is set for trial in the 
Circuit Court next month.

Jabez Capps, the son of Charlies and Mary 
Devas Capps, was bérn in Londpn, England, 
Sept. 9, 1796.

As soon as he becajne 
of age he decided to come to America, gnd

with his brother Ebenezer set sail in 1817.
